Tlie  number  of  notifiable  diseases 
reported  to  me  was  101  and  the  noii-notifiable  38.  The  latter  consisted  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  and  the 
former  of  Scarlatina,  Enteiic  Fever,  Uiphtheri.a,  and  Ery.sipelas. 


zyuio’tic  i>ise:ase:s. 

SC^rl&'ti  113a  Excepting  in  January  this  disease  has  been  present  in  one  or  more  parts  of  the  District 
all  the  year.  The  first  case  appeared  by  imjjortation  at  Havanna  in  February,  and  was  followed  by  solitary  cases 
until  the  end  of  May,  when  it  appaiently  ceased.  In  June  another  imported  case  landed,  but  it  was  effectually 
isolated.  In  July  it  reappeared  on  the  sarne  premises,  and  also  in  the  same  neighbourhood  of  the  F<^bruary  Outbreak, 
and  from  that  time,  and  probably  from  that  source,  it  has  continued  during  the  remainder  of  the  year,  touching  every 
{lart  of  the  District  except  Old  South  Moor.  Although  threatening  more  than  once,  it  never  assumed  the  form  of 
an  Epidemic.  The  total  number  cf  cases  amounted  to  77  with^a  mortality  of  o. 

Enteric  or  Xyphoid  Fever.  The  following  list  shews  tho.  number  of  cases  and  the 
localities  where  they  occurred,  viz.:  in  January,  one  at  Stanley  and  one  at  New  South  .Moor;  in  July,  one  at  Stanley  ; 
in  September,  one  each  at  Shield  Row,  Erick  Houses,  Havanna,  and  East  Stanley  ;  in  October,  five  at  Havanna;  in 
November,  two  at  Havanna;  and  in  December,  one  at  Shield  Row.  Total  14  cases  without  a  death.  With 
regard  to  the  origin  of  the  above  :  the  case  at  South  Moor  had  been  preceded  byanother  in  the  same  bouse.  All 
those  situated  at  Stanley,  East  Stanley,  Shield  Row,  and  the  initial  case  at  Havanna  were  not  traceable.  The 
remainder  were  the  direct  offspiing  of  the  last-mentioned  case— Diphtheria.  The  one  case  reported  ended  fatally.  That 
it  was  a  severe  case  of  Scarlatina,  and  not  one  of  genuine  Diphtheria  is  more  than  probable.  There  was  no  possible 
source  to  my  knowledge  from  which  the  latter  malady  could  have  oiiginated,  and  considering  its  intense  infectiveness 
none  followed.  Op  the  other  hand,  the  former  diseases  had  been  recently  in  the  same  house.

ErySipCla.S.  Oeasrs  (K  curi'ed  widi  3  tloatLp,  as  repai  ds  infcctioiMKirie  was  convoyed  from  one  to 
tlie  otiier. 

Measles  invaded  the  District  three  tiin(“s,  viz.:  in  Jannary,  .Tune,  and  August.  The  first 
occasion  it  ended  with  twenty-eight  cases  attacked,  the  second  with  t'uee,  and  the  tliird  with  two.  The  deaths 
were  five.  The  two  latter  outbreaks  were  not  unexpected,  seeing  tliat  it  was  prevalent  in  the  adjoining  District 
practically  across  the  street. 

AVhOOping  Cough.  On  two  occasions  a  family  moved  into  the  District  with  one  or  more  of 
their  members  suffei  ing  from  Whooping  Cough.  Isolation  was  successfully  managed.  The  number  of  cases  was 
five,  with  one  Death. 

Croup.  T  wo  cases  were  given  in  the  Death  Relnnis,  but  no  notificatnm  was  sent.  Evidently 
neither  of  them  was  considered  infections. 

Influenza  of  a  kind  visited  the  District  and  was  the  primary  cause  of  six  deaths. 

Diarrhoea  was  not  more  than  ordinarily  prevalent,  but  the  returns  give  nine  deaths  as  having 
occurred,  all  are  however  under  the  age  of  five  years,  and  many  are  coupled  with  other  diseases. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  .373,  and  the  deaths  2Io  ;  the  birth  ■  ite  is  equal  to  an 
annual  ratio  of  35'9  and  the  death  rate  to  20’(i  per  l,Ot>(),  estlinating  the  population  at  10,400  Thj  estimate  may  be 
rather  high,  but  in  addition  to  the  1 ,700  houses  contained  in  the  District — at  an  average  of  six  per  house — there  are 
two  licensed  lodging-house-i,  coupled  with  a  large  lodging  population.  The  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases,  excluding 
Diarrhoea,  amount  to  15 — being  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  of  the  wliole.  Infantile  mortality  shows  a  bad  record  :  no 
less  than  90  (over  a  tliird)  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  As  Infectious  Diseases  play  a  very  small  part  in 
this  e.xeeshve  mortality,  it  is  unnec  ‘ssary  to  particularise  the  exact  causes. 

Further  particulars  relating  to  ages  and  causes  of  death  are  given  on  the  attached  Schedule. 

INSPECTOR’S  DEPARTMENT. 

D  uring  the  year,  building  operatons  wore  brisk.  One  hundred  and  ten  new  houses  have  been  erected  with 
all  their  sanitary  arrangements  complete.  Louisa  Terrace,  Oxhill,  consisting  of  twenty-four  houses  that  were  closed 
on  account  of  their  insanitary  condition,  has  since  been  practically  rebuilt.  The  owners  of  ten  houses,  situated 
respectively  at  Shield  Fow,  Hill  'I'op,  and  Havanna,  accepted  verbal  notice  of  closure,  but  requested  an  extension  of  time  to 
enable  them  to  build  sufficient  houses  to  accommodate  all  the  out-going  tenants.  The  new houses  will  be  finished  shortly 
and  the  old  ones  demolished.  Formal  notice  was  served  upon  the  owners  of  Scott’s  Houses,  Havanna,  to  have  all 
dampness  of  walls  and  floors  removed  from  six  of  the  dwelling-houses  or  othervrise  close  them — the  latter  plan  has 
been  adopted  so  far.  One  house  at  South  Moor  will  be  closed  or  rendered  habitable.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-four 
houses  have  been  spouted  and  a  larg*  number  of  petty  defects  and  nuisances  remedied.

Fourteen  additional  ont-offices  of  an  improved  pattern  have  been  built  to  old  property,  and  fifteen  of  tbe 
old  kind  put  into  good  repair.  Notice  has  been  given  to  repair,  cement  and  cover  two  large  privy  middens 
connected  to  18  houses  in  Havanna,  at  present  tbe  contents  percolate  through  the  walls  close  to  the  dwellings. 

Suitable  sewers  and  drains  have  been  provided  to  all  new  houses.  A  main  sewer  has  l)een  laid  to  tbe 

Bar  racks,  Quaking  Houses,  and  High  Rows,  South  Moor,  and  all  their  courrections  attached.  'I'he  whole  of  the 
sewerage  from  the  South  Moor  portion  of  the  District  is  now  conveyed  to  the  out-fall  works. 

The  scavenging  and  removal  of  refuse  have  been  fairly  well  attended  to. 

Slaughter-houses  are  very  satisfactory. 

The  two  licensed  lodging-houses  were  frequently  inspected  and  frjund  clean  and  well  conducted. 

No  Prosecution  under'  “  'I'lie  Food  and  Drugs  Aet  ”  was  neceseary. 

No  Magisterial  Proceedings  were  required  for  tbe  closure  of  insanitary  houses. 

The  water  is  both  good  and  abundant. 

The  Out-fall  works  at  South  Moor  ought  to  be  extended  as  speedily  as  possible,  itt  their  pr  esent  condition 
uupurified  sewerage  passes  through  and  pollutes  the  adjoining  stream.  Whenever-  any  of  the  old  pr  ivy-middeus  neerl 
r  epairing,  no  patching  up  should  be  allow  ed  but  thor  ough  reconstructioi-  enforced. 

Whenever  repairs  are  required  to  any  dwelling-house  .laving  an  unceilcd  room,  such  repairs  should  not  bo 
corrsidered  complete  unless  they  include  the  ceiling  of  the  room. 

The  removal  of  refuse  would  be  better  and  more  systematically  cari'ied  out  if  placed  itnder  the  direct  control 
of  your  Council.
